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B BU Comment : The following interesting example of the absolute 
unreliability of Yugoslav official statistics is quoted. The Five 
Year Plan states that the Yugoslav prewar oil production was 1,000 
tons a year, but that the final production in 1951 will amount to 
450,000 tons a year. The official statistics by the Central Planning 
Commission, which appeared in "Slovenski Porocevalec” on July- 16, 1949 
puts the present oil production at ”755® of the final production in 
1951", or 337*500 tons a year* The "Slovenski Porocovaloc" of 1 
September 1949 stated, however: "Last year our oil production vms 36 
times higher* than the prewar one" (i.e* 36,000 tons a year)* "This 
year our production will be 50 times higher than the prewar" (:Le u 50, OCX) 
tons a year). Thus, the actual 1949 Yugoslav oil production would be 
11*1155 of the 1951 target* 
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
